Washington, D. C, July 6.—Ameri 
can forces in Germany will be with­ 
drawn within the next few weeks as 
a result of the final enactment of the 
Peace 
resolution, 
Representative 
Anthony ,of Kansas, in charge of the 
Army Appropriation Bill, said today 


Anthony declared that 
appropria-, 
tioiis for .the army for the current 
fiscal 
year are so limited that the 
War ./Department will be forced to 
retain the troops or 
violate 
the 
Borah amendment to the Army Ap­ 
propriation bill, which prohibits he 
incurring of any deficiency. 


Germany Failed to Pay 


"Now that the Peace Resolution is 
passed the troops should 
be with­ 
drawn at the earliest possible date" 
Anthony said. "They have been a big 
burden to the American tax payers, 
although it was the understanding 
Germany was to pay all their ex­ 
penses. The cost of the Army of 
Occupation has been about $276,000,- 
000. Germany has paid about $30,- 
000,000 according to my estimation 
and the balance has come out of our 
treasury. 
Germany, of course 
will 
readily agree to the wthdrawal of 
the troops."

SEVENTY-FIVE PER CENT. 


Sixteen Million of the school children of the United States 
have physical defects which are potentially or actually detri­ 
mental to health. Most of these defects are remediable.

Dr. T. D. Wood, professor of education of Columbia Uni­ 
versity, is responsible for the above statement, made before the 
National Education Association in session today. This is rather 
a broad sweeping statement to make, but there are few who are 
really cognizant of conditions who can gainsay it. To correct 
this unnecessary waste of human efficiency Dr. Wood has urged 
a Child Health program consisting of health examinations at 
regular, short intervals; an efficient follow up program to insure 
correction of remedial defects; daily health inspectors, and a 
rigid Safety Campaign for children of school and pre-school 
age. 


He goes on to say, in connection with the latter, that 
deadly and ruthless warfare is being waged against child life 
and health by unregulated traffic and industry and by failure 
to provide adequate space and safeguards for normal activi­ 
ties of childhood. Accidents in one year in the United States, 
exact the tragic toll' of 20,000 child lives, according to a report 
recently issued by the Red Cross. 
Statistics for 1919 show 
more deaths of children 10 to 14 years of age from accidents 
than from epidemic diseases. The need of a united campaign 
for safety by all the schools of the country is imperative.

Since it is the little things abont the 
French fashions of this season that, 
paradoxically enough, are new and ar­ 
resting, then it Is the little things 
which demand our attention for more 
than a passing moment, writes a Paris 
fashion correspondent.
